Tewerman Blamed. 

The tracks of the two railroads 
intersect here at a sharp angle, be- 
ing almost parallel. The Michigan 
Central train was believed to have 
Started across the intersection and 
then to have been derailed. The 
tcwerman was blamed by railroad 
cfficials for allowing the :Aichigan 
Central train to attempt to cross 
ahead of the westbound train. 

A few persons living at 
junction point immediately began 
work of rescue, using lanterns in 
their search for the dead and in- 
jured.

Fiames Work Havoe. 

Flames broke out. Scores of pas- 
scngers, pinned in the wreckage of 
the steel coaches, were burned. 
Some of the bodies taken from the 
wreckage were charred béyond rec- 
cgnition. The flames were finally 
extinguished by the volunteer fire 
department of the village. 

Twelve cars were wrecked. The 
all-steel Pullmans were also badiy 
smashed by the terrific impact. 

Relief trains were sent from Gary 
and La Porte by both the Michi- 
gan Central and Lake Shore rail- 
roads. The doctors and nurses of 
the Illinois Steelecompany at Gary 
went aboard the Lake Shore relief 
trains with full emergency equip- 
ment. At Gary and La Porte am- 
bulances were awaiting to receive 
the dead and injured. 

Cars Crowded. 

When the trains crashed, the din- 
ing cars of each train were crowd- 
ed. Hardly a passenger in these 
coaches escaped injury. 

The engineer of the Michigan 
Central train, according to reports, 
ran past two red signals which had 
been set up to give the Lake Shore 
train the right of way. Several 
years ago an engineer on the Michi- 
gan Centra! passed the warning sig- 
nals-and drove an equipment train 
through the caboose and five wood- 
er, coaches of the Hagenback-Wal- 
lace circus train, killing more than

Prussian Met th ods fare 
Laid to Costa Rica in 
Statement Issued by 
Ricardo J. Alfaro.’ 


Washington, February 27.—Fear 
that Panama. and Costa Rica may 
soon be plunged into actual war 
was increased tonight by the latest 
advices reaching here. 

The dispatches to the state de 
partment said that President Por- 
ras, of Panama, had drafted a de- 
cree declaring a state of war to ex- 
ist with Costa Rica. While the de- 
cree was ready for issuance its ac- 
tual promulgation has not been 
madé, according to the department’s 


advices. 

tesponsibility for the treatened | 
conflict between Panama and Costa 
Rica was placed on Costa Rica in 
a statement issued here tonight by 
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Ricardo J. Alfaro, secre of gov- 
ernment and justice of Panama. Mr. 
Alfaro declared that Costa Rica was 
attempting “to 
territory that has been in posses- 
sion of Colombia and Panama from 
colonial times.” 

_Costa Rica, said Mr.. Alfaro, in 
crossing the “status quo frontier 
line” and citing in defense of her 
course the Loubet award of 1909, 
which gave the territory to Costa 
Rica “is most unfair.” 

“If we were to follow the present 
Costa ‘Rica methods.” he added, 
“we would at once occupy the rich 
and fertile valley between the Six- 
aola river and Mona Point, a terri- 
tory over which there can be no 
possible controversy or doubt, inas- 
much as the Loubet award states 
that the line starts at Mona Point. 
But we don't .want to be in- 
consistent.” 

Costa Rica, he sald, accepts the 
Loubet award in that part favoring 
Costa Rican interests, but rejects 
the portion compensating Panama 
for the loss of the northern prov- 
ince. 

“The award has never been nulli- 
fied,” he declared. “Its validity 
stands untouched. The Costa Ricans 
must take it as a whole, and not 
only in such part as it favors them, 
or else come to some understading 
or agreement. different from the 
' Prussian method of taking by force 
they think is theirs and re- 
taining also by foree what belongs 
to. us.”

Economy of Bond Issue 
Is Shown by Engineer 


Alarming Condition of 
Atlanta’s Present Water 
System Pointed Out by 
P. H. Norcross. 


Editor Constitution: Supple? 
menting the bond campaign infor- 
mation in the columns of the press, 
| beg to submit certain additional 
data, which will emphasize the man- 
ifest emergency and necessity for 
improving Atlanta's water supply. 

The fact that Atlanta is situated 
on a ridge, several hundred feet 
above the Chattahoochee river, its 
sOurce of water supply, necessitates 
the maintenance and operation of 
two pumping stations. These are 
designated as pumping stations No, 
1. (Chattahoochee station), and 
pumping station No. 2, (generally 
known as Hemphill’s station). 

Pumping station No. 1 is located 
at the cunfluence of Peachtree 
Creek and Chattahooche river, lying 
within the flood plain of both 
streams. To protect against over- 
flow, it is surrounded by a )arge 
earth dyke. The water flows by 

ravity through a single 48-ineh 
iameter intake, located near the 
east bank of the river, under Peach- 
tree creek and into an intake well 
at the pumping station. 

Intake Not Adequate. 

This intake is not adequate; is 
always subject to the danger of 
being placed out of commission or 
washed out, and its location is such 
that it is tmpossible to maintain 
without excessive expense. Thirty 
years ago it was adequate for At- 
lanta’s needs. Today it is not only 
but is the source of 
ever-increasing trouble and expense, 
It is, therefore, necessary to build 
a new diversion dam, intake, low- 
lift pump station, and preliminary 
settling basin to provide safe and 
adequate capacity for the demands 
of the city. \ . 

Pumping station No. 1 was con- 


structed in 1891-92, and pumps thé 
river water through a 30-inch and 
a 86-inch force main to two get- 
tling reservoirs, located at Hemp- 
hill station, having a combined 


‘available storage capacity of about 


three hundred million galllons. 
At Hemphill station the water 


passes by gravity, from the reser- 
voirs through coagulating basins 
and pressure filters to the clear 
water wells, and from these wells 
Hemphill pumping’ station draws 
and forces it through service and 
fire mains throughout the city. 
Fire Service Pumps. 
Station No. 1 contains five service 


pumps: having a combined rated 
pumping capacity of seventy-six 
million gallons per day. Of this 
capacity fifty per cent has 
been in service seventeen to thir- 
ty years and they have long since 
served their useful life. The cost 
of operation and maintenance of 
is excessive, and 
there always exists the possibility 
of break-down—these occur with 
ever increasing frequency. 

Of the remaining pumps, one unit 


of ten million povene daily capacity 
is an electrically operated pump, in- 
stalled in 1914, but due to increasing 
“pressure heads” and decreasing 
efficiences, its operation has be-

emergencies.

Atlanta 
waterworks, the city officials will 
very soon have to impose an emer- 
gency tax to rectify this hazard- 
condition, such a tax would 
be far more burdensome and give 
less satisfactory results than an 
aaguate bond issue. .

THE MENACE OF TYPHUS-—MI, 
Three deaths from typhus fever, 

one of the victims Being a Brook- 

lyn boy, have occurred in New York 
up to the time this is written. The 

New York health commissioner, ap- 

parently unmindful of our estab- 

lished national policy of watchful 


waiting, has endeavored in vain to 


protect the people of New York city 
and of the country at large from @ 
fresh accession of cootles from Eu- 
rope—body lice being the carriers 
of typhus fever. The federal au- 
thorities in control of the port have 
thus far successfully supported the 
right of the cootie to a place in 
the shirt of the potential American 
citizen. In an inspection of some 352 


immigrants at the Battery,after they 


had been admitted by federal guar- 
dians, the dealth commissioner’s 
staff found 32 infested with body 
lice. Which goes to show that the 
European stock of vermin has 
friends among the personne! of the 
federal administration, or else that 
immigration inspectors need some 
new glasses. Twenty-one cases of 
typhus fever on one ship and fifteen 
on another bearing pilgrims to the 
land of promise ought to arouse 
some slight concern for the safety 


of the country, no matter how many 


cooties may be ruthlessly excluded. 
Three out of four pergons sent to 
Long Island college hospital from 
the steamship President Wilson, as 
cases of pneumonia, were found to 
have typhus fever, and were prompt- 
ly returned to quarantine. 


Bearing in mind the agency of 
the body louse in transmitting 
typhus, common names for typhus 


fever assume greater significance: 
jail fever, ship fever, camp fever, 
and <in some parts of Europe) hos- 
pital fever. Another common name 
suggests a characteristic sign of 
typhus fever, the rash: spotted 
fever. Sporadic cases were observ- 
ed in New York city for years un- 
der the name of “Brill's disease.” 


Epidemics of typhus occurred in 
New York in 1881-82 and in 1892-93, 
and in Philadelphia in 1883. One of 


the peculiar. features of these out- 
breaks was the occurrence of spo- 
radic cases at great distances from 
known sources of infection and at 
great intervals of time from the oo- 
currence of other cases. Likewise 
the case of the Brooklyn boy at the 
present time is striking, since so 
far as can be learned there has 
been no chance of contact with any 
cootie carrier from these infested 
ships, and no vermin were found on 
the patient or in his clothing, al- 
though some characteristic skin 
marks suggested that vermin had 
been present. Nor could health de- 
partment inspectors find any evi- 
dence of typhus in a district of five 
square miles around the home of 
the Brooklyn patfent. 


No other contagious or communi- 
cable disease has had so many vic- 
tims among nurses and doctors car- 


ing for the patients as has typhus 
fever, in time past. Among 1,230 
physicians attending typhus pa- 
tients in Ireland, 550 succumbed to 
the disease. That illustrates the 
great danger doctors have always 
Willingly undergone and -never 
have been known to flinch. One 
young Chicago physician, Dr. H. T. 
Ricketts, studying typhus in Mex- 
ico, contracted the disease and died. 
I shall have another article on 
typhus tomorrow. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Depends on Mentality. 
In one of your interesting articles 
you said the arrest of tuberculosis 
depends somewhat on the patient's 


mentality. Please tell me what you 
meant. Would your dally rolls help 
a patient who has a small amount 
of active trouble? (L. N. H.) 


ANSWER-—TI meant that until you 
learn that the first essential for re- 
covery from tuberculosis is unwav- 


ering adherence to the orders and 
advice of the physician Who is at- 
tending you, do not expect to get 
well, Of course, no one but yeur 
own physician is in a position to tel) 
you whether somersaults or any 
other activity would be safe or at 
all- advisable. I answer your letter 
against my rule—for you wrote 
anonymously—but I do so for the 
sake of reminding other victims of 
tuberculosis that he who essays to 
treat himself has a dangerous doc- 


tor. 
Tooth Powder. 

Please advise me what tooth 
powder or dentifrice you consider 
best for routine use. (E. H.) 

ANSWER—Personally, I. prefer 
Plain soap on the rare occasions 
when I brush my teeth. Brushing 
teeth, in my judgment, is a poor 
substitutes for proper mastication 
of undenaturized foods. Most tooth 
powders contain precipitated chalk, 
Which dentists assert cuts the 
enamel. Most tooth pastes are 
principally soap. Plain salt is 
recommended by good dentists for 
brushing the teeth, sprinkled over 
the brush. Dr..Joseph Head, den- 
tist to Jefferson hospital, Phila- 
delphia, suggests the following 


-tooth powder formula in his excel-

Justice Thomas C. McClellan, of the 
supreme court of Alabama; Mr, Wm. 
A. Blount, of Florida, who is .this 
year. president of the American 
Bar asssociation, and was for three 
years president of the conference; 
Mr. Justice Henry Stockbridge, of 
the supreme court of Maryland, who 
is at this time president of the 
conference; Mr. Rome G. Brown, of 
Minnesota, a man who gained a 
national reputation in his great 
fight against recall of judges and 
judicial] decisions and other kin- 
dred wild notipns. Illinois sends as 
two of her representatives Prof. 
John H. Wigmore, of the Northwest- 
ern university. who is the author of 
the greatest work on “Evidence” 
for some generations, and Prof.

Besides these distinguished edu- 
cators and judges there are a 
number of others with more or less 


judicial experiences, some members 
of congress, some of state legisia- 
tures, while the main aeee of the 
conference is made up of lawyers in 
active practice, nearly all of whom 
might be described as middle-aged 
or older.

The acts are very full, going very 4 


much into detall. covering every 
question that can be thought of as 
likely to arise in its administra- 
tion. This gives in the definite 
form of a statute, all in one article. 
the complete statement of the 
law on the subject, so that it can 
be read all together and understood 
by not only the Jawyers, but any 
educated layman. 

As against this we have on most 
subjects several provisions in seév- 
eral different parts of the code, and 


then interpretations of these in sev- 
eral different volumes of the su- 
preme. court decisions, so that there 
is much labor required to find al! 
the provisions of our laws on most 
subjects, and then much learning 
is needed to enable one to recon- 
cile these different provisions, made 
at different times by different per- 
sons, and generally with only a 
part of the other provisions on the 
same subject before them. I 
not say all, but certainly very much 
of the uncertainty about our laws. 
and the labor of finding what the 
law is, are eliminated by the com- 
prehensive, harmonious and clear 
presentation of it in the acts pre- 
pared by the national conference. 


As to the comprehensiveness of 
these acts a fair idea may be got 


from the workmen's compensation 
act passed by the Georgfa legisia- 
ture last summer, which is of the 
same general character.

Which reminds that Henry Horn- 
bostel, an architect of national re- 
pute, who is just now giving At- 
lanta the benefit of his skili and 
artistry, classified that one of the 
only two spots of intrinsic beauty 
possessed by thecity. That is, spots 
appreciable for beauty and that 
alone. Pershing Point, he said, is 
an admirable effort at the attain- 
ment of beauty;.the setting for the 
Lanier bust fs another. r. Horn- 
bostel also called atteniton to the 
fact that the plotting of the Druid 
Hillis section is a masterpiece of 
landscape art.

ON YAP MANDATE 


Must Consider Conten- 
tions, Says Tokio Paper, 
But Non-Ratification of 
Treaty Voids Authority. 


Tokio, Japan, February 26.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Japan will 
insist upon its mandatory to the 
island of Yap, acording to authori- 
tative Japanese opinion. The pro- 


test of the Unted Staties govern- 
ment to the council of the league 
of nations has aroused great in- 
terest in Japan as a new move On a 
parathr which has already been 

lengthily. but thus far unsuccess- 

ly, discussed directly by the gov- 
ming or 7 of Japan and the United 
States. 

It is explained here that Japan 
bases her mandatory on the final 
decision of the supreme council in 
May, 1919, which handed over the 
German islands north of the equa- 
tor to Japan without mention of 
reservation. If President Wilson 
made oral reservations regarding 
Yap at previous deliberations of the 
council, it is declared that Japan 
was not represented and has no of- 
ficial cognizance of this. 

Japan. will take the stand that 
the mandatory means control of the 
cables on the same status as Ger- 
many prior tothe war. During the 
war Japan diverted the Yap end of 


j the eable from Shanghai to the Loo- 


Choo (Liu-Kiu) islands, between 
Japan and Formosa, for adminis- 
trative purposes. Therefore, cable 
communication from America to 
Shanghai by way of Guam and Yap 
does not exist. 

It is understood that Japan has 
suggested to the United States to 
lay a cable direct to Shanghai from 


Guam as a substitute for the Yap. 


route. 

Among the newspapers the Nichi 
Nichi takes the view that the Unit- 
ed States is in no position to in- 
terfere because it has not ratified 
the peace treaty and has not en- 
ered the league. But, it adds, con- 
idering America’s share in win- 
ning the war, it would be immoral 
not to consider the contentions of 
America. 

The Hochi Shimpun expressed the 
opinion that America’s absenge 
from the league does not imply th 
she renounces the right to ques- 
tion Teague decisions affecting im- 
portant world matters.

Mexico City, February 27.—Gov- 
ernment officials declared today 
that the strike begun Friday on the 
National railways has proved a com- 
plete failure, as all trains were be+ 
ing operated on only slightly reduc- 
ed sehedules and intimations were 
comifig from the strikers that they 
w vould like to return to their places. 
Verious official statements, includ- 
ing one from President Obregon and 
another from Francisco Perez, na- 
tional director of railways, asserted 
that the chief aim of the strikers. 
the tying up of all the federa'ly- 
eperated roads, had not been achiev- 
ed. Clashes are reported from San 
Luis Potosi, Juarez and Guadala- 
jara, but these were asserted to 
have been of an unimportant na- 
ture.

BRITISH COMMANDER

Bullet in Shoulder. 


Dublin, February 27.—That Gen- 
eral Sir Nevil Macready, commander 
of the troops in Ireland, was the 
victim of an ambuscade a fortnight 


ago and still is suffering rrom a 
bullet wound in his shoulder, is | 
the report circulated in republican 
circles here today. Confirmation of 
the report, however, has been im- 
possible up to the present. 

In republican circles it is assert- 
ed that on the night of February 
12. net one lorry, as announced, 
but six military cars, headed by a 
touring car in which were staff of- 
ficers, escorted by two armored 
cars and three lorries from Kings- 
ton, were attacked at the Merrion 
gates from behind the wal] of the 
Merrion blind asylum. The reports 
Say that the members of the at- 
tacking party were not aware that 
General Macready was in the leading 
ear, but they were confident it 
contained staff officers. 

It is stated that at least two 
bombs burst in one of the lorries 
and that the belief prevailed that 
heavy casualties resulted. The en- 
tiré attacking force, consisting of 
eleven men, escaped uninjured al- 
though there were some narrow es- 
capes.
